TUR, Capt. Domtnrque after a short 


RETO, of 16 guns, and 84 men; which 
she crptured after a gallant & hurd con- 
teated 1785 which lasted upwards of an 
hour; t ecatur carried her by board- 
ing, and fought 15 minutes on her deck 
before she struck, which she did not ua- 
til compelled by the most dreadful havoc 
of her crew, 18 of whom were killed, aud 
44 wounded. Among the killed were 
all her officers except one midshipman, 
named Dindo. The loss of the Decatur 
was.comparativcly small, being only 3 
men killed and 14 wounded,one of whom 
has since died. The Dominica mounts 
12 12 pound caronades, 2 long 9's, & 1 
long 32 pounder amidship—The Deca. 
tur mounts only 7 guns; six 12 pound 
caronades, and a long 18 pounder amid- 
ship. 

We have not procured minute particu- 
lars of che action, but understand that the 
Dominica bore down with the apparent 
intention of boarding, but observing that 
the Decatur was prepared to receive 
them; she sheered a way to continue 
the action at long shot; when the Deca. 
tur tacked in turn, ran her on board, & 
carried her as above stated. The mus- 
ketry did most of the execution, and the 
undaunted courage and daring intrepidi 
ty of the officers and crew of the Deca 
tur, dealt destruction: to the foe,znd ren 
dered the victory certain and complete. 
The firmness end decision of the com- 
mander ofthe Decatur,probably prevent: 
eda much greater effusion of blood on 
her part, and does much honor to his cha- 
racter. 

We havo not learnt the names of the 
kiNed and wounded, but will publish 
them as soon as procured. 

Five of the Dominica's wounded have 
since died. 

The Dominica had a large ship in com- 
pany when she attacked th Decatur, 
which made her escape. 

The London Trader is very valuable; 
her cargo consisting of upwards of 200 
hhds sugars, 130 hhds. molasses, 700 
begs ceffee, a quantity of rum, cotton, 
&c. 

They were very fortunate in getting 
here without another contest, as several 
British cruizers have been cff our bar for 
some time past. ond were probably a little 
to the Southward when they came in.— 
One of them uas returned and ìs now in 
sight.

She 
lost her furniture, clothing, &c. [Since 
the above was in type we have learnt that 
nineteen dead bodies have already been 
feurd. } 

From the plantations on the coast we 
have learnt nothing particular, but much 
is to be feared that the crops about 
Georgetown, South and North Santce 
Rivers, &c. have been greatly injured if 
not totally lost. We have heard some 
planters express an opinion that there will 
be five thousand tierces ofrice lost, besides 
cotton and other articles. 

FROM BEAUFORT. 

By the passengers ina boat from Betu- 
fort, which left there since the gale, we 
learn that the enemy’s brig of war Mosel- 
le, that was on shora, hes gone entirely to 
picces ; crow saved, and taken on board 
the Cohöri. It was the general opinion 
at Beaufort, that the Coltéri was deatroy- 
ed in the gale, as there was scarcely a 
chance for her escape, from the situation 
in which she was previously.

BE it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of A- 
merica, in Congress assembled, That fram 
and after the last day of December next, 
there shall be levied, collected and paid, 
throughout the United States, the seve- 
ral stamp duties following, viz: For 
every skin or piece of vellum, or parch- 
zent, or sheet. or piece of paper, upon 
which shall be written or printed any or 
either of the instruments of writing ful- 
lowing, to wit : 4 

On any promissory note or notes pay- 
able.either to bearer or order, issucd by 
-any of the banks or companies, who issue 
and discount notes, bonds or obligations, 
either incorporated or not incorparsted, 
which now are or may hereafter be esta 
Llished in the United States, or by any 
banker or bankers, according to the fol- 
lowing scale, viz: 

if not exceeding one dollar, one cent. 

If above one dollar, and not exceeding 
two dollars, two cents. 

If above two and not exceeding three 
dollars, three cents. 

If above three and not exceeding five 
dollars, five cents, 

If above five and net excceding ten 
dollars, ten cents. 

If above ten and not exceeding twenty

(BY AUTHORITY.) 


AN ACT 


Laying dutics on Sagar refined within 
the United States. 


BEit enacted dy the Senate and House of 
 Refiresentatives of the United States of A- 
merica in Congrese assemeled, That from 
and after the firat day of January next, 
there be levied, collected and paid, up- 
on all sugar which shall be refined with 
in tke United States, a duty of four 
cents per pound. 


Sec. 2. Aud be it further enacted, That 
every refiner of sugar, who shall be such 
immediately before and onthe first day 
of January next, shall, on the seid day, 
and every refiner pf_eugar who shall be 
and become cath after the said dey, 
shall, twenty days at the least previous 
to commencing the business of refining 
nugar, make true and exact entry and 
report in writing to the collector, ap- 
pointed by virtue of the act, entitled 
“un act for the assessment and collec:

In 1806 she adopted 
a system of blockade by proclamation, 
interdieting a thousand miles of sea-coast 
by a dash of the pen; and contrary to all 
usage or custom, in defiance of ell law, 
scized and made prize of Anterienn vese 
sels, when scarcely cut of sight of our 
own coast, because bound toa proclamat- 
ed port—This was another cause of war. 
Her orders in council of 1807, by which 
she made it a sufficient cause of capture 
that a vessel should clear for any port of 
France, or of her allies, and under which 
rule she condemned 1000 of our vessels, 
waa another cause of war. She has long 
been in the practice of szlzing American 
citizens, on board of American vessels, 
and compciling them te serve on board 
their ships, and even to fight against their 
country. This is conduct of the greatest 
turpitude, and if we hed no other charges 
against her, ought to rouse the resent- 
ment of every freeman in the country.— 
Sne has alsa instigated the savages on our 
froatiers, to acts of cruelty (before we 
declared war against her) furnishing

eBxiract of a letter from Comm, Isaac 
Chauncey to the Sce’y of the Nuvy, da- 
tad Seht.

Are you able to pay su 
great a sum as falls to your lot, ent ot the 
one hundred and fifty one thousand nine 
hundred aud twenty three dollars, without 
a sacrifice of your property, at a period oi 
so general failure in the means of getting 
money? IfI judge rightly of your in- 
clination and interest, you are neither wil- 
ling nor able to pay such heavy additional 
assessments; although I cannot do you so 
much injustice as to believe, that your 
unwillingness to contribute to the nati- 
onal wants, proceeds from any hostilit ; to 
your legitimate government, nor from a 
want of spirit and patriotism, to give 2 
part of the means for carrying on that 
WAR, toa speedy and an honorable close, 
which hss been forced on us, by one of 
the most abandoned & profligate Courts 
that disgraces the Christian world. But, 
yeu will ask, how are you to avoid, in a 
constitutional way, the payment of those 
taxes, for levying which, the laws have 
already passed, ang must be soon execut- 

ed? How are you to prevent a sacrific 
of your property to raise the mency, 
when the product of your labors is rotte 
ing ia your graineries for the want of a 
market? In reply, I will state, that to 
relieve yourselves from this weighty in- 
cumbrance of your reduced means, is, in 
my opinion, fully in your power; provid- 
ed only, you will elect men as members 
of Assembly, who will avail themselves 
ofa prov#ion made by Congress for re- 
tieving the people of those taxes, where 
it should be in the power of the Legisla- 
tere to pay them. This provision ex- 
tends to an allowance of fiſteen per cent.

the Treasury beft. ve a certain day. 

Fiſteen per cent. on the portion of direct 
tax allotted to Maryland, would amount 
to twenty two thousand seven hundred & 
eighty eight dollars, and weuld thus re- 
duce che quota to one hundred and twen- 
ty nine thousand one hundred und thirty 
five dollars. The State of Maryland is 
worth sixteen hundred and eleven thou- 
sand dollars. The annual revenue is not 
only aclequate to the expences of the State, 
but leavesalarge surplus,which has here- 
tofore cither lain idle inthe Treasury, or 
been vested in Bank Stock ; but weuld 
now, with the addition of a small aan, 
which could be obtzined at eix per cent. 
in Baltimore, be sufficient to pay this 
State’s quota of direct tax, and that wìth- 
out any diminution of the funds of tne 
State, if it is desirable that those funds 
shall not be diminished.

nate (which body at that time was unanimously 
federal) and instantly rejected. 

A simitar bill was introduced into the House of 
Delegates in 1798, both branches being thea fe 
deral, and referred to the next session, 

ic was again tried in 1799, and passed the low- 
er House, but rejecied again by the same Senate, 
as soon as they received t. 

In 1500 the measure was again attempted, ard 
a bill brought in te Mr. Lloyd, of Talbot, who, 
much to his credit, ably defended its principles— 
The bill passed the House by a Landeome majo- 
rity, but it was SZain rejected by the sams futeral 
Senate. 

In 1501, anew Senate having been alected, and 
both branches of the Legi lature beirg democra 
tie, the bill passed both Houses for the firsitime, 
and ia 1802 it was confirmed. 

On examining the votes and proceedings of 
the Legislature, we find that Mr. Young, one of 
the candidates for Caroline, voted ior an amend- 
ment tothe bill, wick conferred the right of veting 
ox free bucks, and he voted for the kill when thus 
amended. lu 1299 Mr. Potter, of Careline, vot- 
ed against the bill altagether, and akthough in 
some instances a fer of the federal members in 
the lower House have prefeaded to support the 
measure, they knew they were securely entrench. 
‘ed behind a body which invariably opposed it— 
and in two instances, the Senate scarcely let the 
edious thing approach their table: it was scized 
on its first appearance, read immediately by spe- 
cial order, and put to sleep, 

In 1869, when this Sevate’s time was drawing 
to a close, the House of Delegates decidedly de 
moeratic, and democracy evidently gaiuing 
ground in the State, they did condescend to coa- 
sider the "subject, and several corauiludications 
passed Letweea the two Houses z but although 
federalism was at her last gasp, she still adùered 
to her priuciples, and declared with her diving 
breath, that woacy ought te coaler the privileze 
of voting.
